lf your community needs to do a good economic survey 
and can’t allocate much money to the project, you could well 
emulate Macon, Missouri. The Macon Industrial Development 
C orporation received a complete industrial economic survey 
at no charge and obtained 10,000 copies of the 24 page factual 
brochure (plus two-color cover) for $207. 
The survey was prepared by 34 students in the American 
Problems class and 27 in the American Government class of 
Macon High School. All of the students participated, and 525 
man-hours were expended in the four-month gathering 
effort. 
It all began when Tom F. Briggs of the Macon Chronicle- 
Herald (and an officer of the development corporation) sug­ 
gested the plan to Hilman Knapp, principal of the school. 
Knapp endorsed the idea and called in Katherine Robnett, a 
progressive, practical-minded teacher of social studies. She 
explained the project to the students and they voted to take 
it on (the work would be done outside of class). A steering 
committee was formed, with each member being head of a 
sub-committee, and Mrs. Robnett appointed an over-all chair­ 
man ("I picked Larry Smith, partly to let him discover his 
own leadership ability and talent in that field”). 
A survey outline provided by the Missouri Division of Re­ 
sources and Development, was divided into logical working 
sections and given to the steering committee and their sub­ 
committees. Then the “leg work” began. As the work was 
completed, it was turned in to the immediate chairman who 
reported to Smith. The secretary, student Janet Wood, com­ 
piled the material. Dozens of letters were written and a 
dozen or so meetings outside of class time were needed to 
complete the work. 
Mrs. Robnett plans to continue re-surveying each year 
because of the success of the project and the need for con­ 
tinuously updated material. Each student attending a Robnett 
class will get to learn by doing. The learning, according to 
the teacher, came in several areas. As she put it, “The stu­ 
dents came in closer contact with (he various facets of their 
community, it gave them practical experience in securing, 
sorting and analyzing a large body of material . , . and a 
realization of the tremendous amount of work that goes into 
compiling the statistics that they usually accept quite cas­ 
ually in their text books. 
“ It gave them a feeling of unity with their own class­ 
mates as they worked together in a group on one project 
and helped cut across ‘clique lines’ . . . it gave those persons 
capable of leadership an opportunity to develop that trait, 
hut at the same time put responsibility on all members of 
the classes.” 
When the survey was complete], it was set up in type by 
Briggs’ employees and run off without a single superlative 
diluting the factual presentation of a proud community. 
Copies were sent to prospects given them by the Division 
and other outside agencies and by Macon leaders and resi­ 
dents themselves. The class members, while not mentioned 
in the printed survey (thereby learning the pain of anony­ 
mity, were given $50 for the purchase of special books or 
films. At that the development corporation (traditionally a 
penurious roup in any community) did right well. And they 
have the source of an up-dated community survey in future 
years . . . a boon to industrial development, community plan­ 
ning, and an understanding, more competent youth.

Property damage in traffic accidents in rural areas of 
Missouri during the first ti months of this year cost motor­ 
ists an estimated $1000 each hour. 
In the 8,331 traffic mishaps investigated by the State 
Highway Patrol, by July I, of this year, on rural roads and 
in towns of less than 10,000 population, property damage to 
motor vehicles was estimated in excess of $4,017,000. 
This dollar loss exceeded damages in the first G months of 
1958 by more than 1 j. million dollars and accounted for ail 
average daily property loss of more than $25,000. 
The number of people injured in traffic accidents also in­ 
creased during the 6 month period by 201 from 5,094 last 
year to 5,334 this year. The rural area death toll decreased 
from 340 last year to 314 fatalities this year. 
“We are fortunate the death toll did not increase,” ac­ 
cording to Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, the Highway Patrol 
Superintendent. He said the Patrol investigated Oil more 
traffic mishaps in rural areas of the state this year than 
during the first 0 months of last year. “Death could have 
occurred in any one of them,” he added. 
The Patrol Chief warned drivers to take it easy in 
the 
months to come. “Traffic deaths last year went on a ram­ 
page after July I and the record this year is following the 
same trend. We have recorded nearly 500 deaths this year 
and another 500 fatalities is in prospect unless we all use 
caution.” He said that property damage loss resulting from 
traffic accidents are the least of a driver's worries when 
compared to the loss of a human life.

SYMINGTON IN *f.0? 
Senator Symington has spent a 
num ber of years trotting 
along 
obscurely in the re a r as a dark- 
horse candidate tor the D em ocratic 
nomination for President. He has 
not acknowledged presidential am ­ 
bitions, has seldom stirred real 
party excitem ent—and has never 
been nominated. Now he is offered 
an opportunity to sam ple the run­ 
ning in front instead of behind. A 
poll by Congressional Q uarterly es­ 
tablishes the M issourian 
as the 
runaw ay favorite for 1960 among 
D em ocrats in Congress. 
Political railbirds need not yet 
lush to get down a bet on Mr. 
Symington. It is true th at he en­ 
joys many advantages: 
he hails 
from a handily central p art of the 
country, veers neither to the left 
nor the right of the m iddle path 
approved for presidential hopefuls 
and. currently, is leading a well- 
publicized fight for a stronger com ­ 
plem ent of m issiles in the nation's 
arm or. All this evidently has had 
enough effect on D em ocratic Con­ 
gressm en to turn them Senator 
Symington’s way instead of toward 
his younger and—hitherto, at least 
— more widely m entioned rival, 
Se nator Kennedy. 
If Congressmen m ade the deci­ 
sion on presidential nom inees this 
Symington score m ight be of great 
im port. The fact is Congressm en 
do not choose presidential candi­ 
dates. Nor are they often chosen 
them selves, lf things w ere other- 
wii ’ Senator Taft and not General 
Eisenhower would have been nom ­ 
inated in 1952 and the course of 
history might have been vastly dif­ 
ferent. 
R ather than the inhabitants of 
Capitol Hill it is the state Gover­ 
nors who. year in and year out, 
wield the m ost solid influence in 
picking national candidates. First 
the Governors generally dom inate 
the state delegations at the nation­ 
al conventions. Second they steer 
clear by habit of congressional 
leaders for the sim ple reason that 
legislators are forced to stand up 
and be counted on every issue, 
thereby 
alienating 
this 
or 
that 
section of the population. 
If this sort of background casts a 
perm anent 
shadow 
on 
Senator 
Symington's 
n e w l y 
brightened 
hopes, the probabilities surround­ 
ing Vice President Nixon are less 
clear. 
In a sim ilar poll of Republican 
Congressmen the Vice President, 
like Senator Symington, was found 
to be the choice of his p arty ’s rep­ 
resentatives. And yet unlike the 
Senator, Mr. Nixon is not cursed 
with the requirem ent to register 
his vote on every question. 
In any case Congress seem s to 
have made its choices for next 
year; it should be, they believe, 
Symington vs. Nixon Soon we shall 
begin to see what the genuine po­ 
litical powers think of the decision.

Knowledge of our 
governm ent 
and its laws docs not necessarily 
m ake a person a good citizen. Jails 
are filled with m en and women 
w ho know how our governm ent op­ 
erates but these people are not 
confined through ignorance of their 
governm ent or its 
laws — but 
through an unwillingness to deal 
fairly with their fellow m an. 
A young citizen, like a school, 
needs to be well equipped to do 
first class work. Children m ust be 
trained in habits of good citizen­ 
ship. Although citizenship has been 
taught in our schools for many 
veals in the form of studying the 
procedures of governm ent, current 
events, 
and 
proposed 
im prove­ 
m ents in civic life, this has not 
been completely adequate. 
The Young Citizens League, an 
organization of youth of South D a­ 
kota's elem entary schools, is an ex. 
am ple of how a m ore complete 
system of training children in hab­ 
its of good citizenship can be a 
decided im provem ent over hit and 
m iss methods. 
YCL gives the child a proper a t­ 
titude toward his fellows and m ak­ 
es 
that 
attitude 
perm anent 
by 
forming good habits and teaches 
respect for our governm ent, its 
laws, and its flag. It further teach­ 
es the child to be governed by the 
forces within him. rath e r than by 
the courts; and m akes him into 
an intelligent citizen through the 
study of the reasons for and opera­ 
tions ot our governm ent. 
The children pledge them selves 
to training which has developed 
som e of the best citizens of our 
state. YCL children draw up a 
sim ple constitution, elect their own 
officers, conduct their own m eet­ 
ings according to R obert’s Rules 
of O m er, and carry out irumer- 
ous projects. 
Their projects arc alw ays useful, 
unselfish, and in the best interests 
of the com munity and playground. 
Local projects include m anaging 
playground 
activities, 
conducting 
m usical program s, keeping school 
grounds and buildings clean, re­ 
pairing 
furniture, 
and 
planting; 
trees. 
State-wide projects are heid, too, 
with Die work on Dm projects from 
the schools throughout the state 
being exhibited at the state YCL 
convention at P ierre each spring. 
“ Safety in the Home, School, and 
Com m unity’* is the 1958-59 project.

Only three weeks 
ago the 
colony’s trackers brought in two 
of the old Mau Mau leaders. This 
pair joined some 750 others still 
in prison cam ps. 
About 95 of them are in special 
detention for they are particular­ 
ly hardened. Some day th* Gov­ 
ernor will have to release them 
and som e day they will be the 
cadres for a new secret society, 
already believed launched. 
There have always been secret 
societies am ong the 1,500.000 Ki­ 
kuyus. Most of this vast tribe, 
however, are loyal and th a t’s why 
the M au Mau terrorists had to 
kill 10,000 fellow Africans to keep 
the rest in line. 
There are m any re tensible set­ 
tlers and governm ent people here 
who believe that the m ass slaugh­ 
ter was ordered by a secret Com­ 
m unist ceil. These sam e sources 
believe 
that a sim ilar cell will 
reorganize 
the 
hard 
core 
into 
tough new units and order new 
terror the m om ent the Soviets think 
strategic 
for their moves down 
E ast A frica. 
No one outside of the 
intelli­ 
gence services can prove this. But 
I believe it. Tell you why. Here 
is a p art of the Mau Mau story 
which has not vet been disclosed: 
Back in 1929 there was som e­ 
thing 
called the 
Kern a 
African 
Union. Most of its activities were 
secret. 
It 
had 
units 
stretching 
across 
Kenya. 
It 
strong-arm ed 
many a peaceful Kikuyu to raise 
money for its paid officials. Yet 
after a while the African Union ob­ 
viously had m ore money than it 
could squeeze from the agricul­ 
tural Kikuyus. 
Som etim e at the beginning of 
the big war, one of the union * of­ 
ficials, a 40-year-old Kikuyu called 
Jom o Ken; atta 
'an alias*, took 
off 
for 
Moscow'. 
There 
He 
“ studied." 
At 
w a rs 
end, 
when 
many A fricans were shipped back 
to this continent by the Russians, 
Jom o K enyatta returned too. He 
shared a ship cabin with a com­ 
rade nam ed Semakulu M ulum ba. 
who 
went 
into 
nearby 
Uganda. 
Riots followed M ulum ba's arrival 
in U ganda, carefully planned riots 


which ended when the British ex­ 
iled him. 
M eanwhile, Kenyatta returned to 
the Kenya African unit. There he 
joined with Chego Kibichia, the big 
chief of the Kenya A frican Union. 
Shortly after that there suddenly 
was organized a band of strong- 
arm men inside the Kenya Afri­ 
can Union called the “ F orties." 
From thia m uscle outfit cam e the 
Mau Mau. 
In 1947 K enyatta also began or­ 
ganizing a Kenya-wide labor or­ 
ganization. He operated on Com­ 
m unist tactical lines. 
Soon 
this 
labor 
base 
was 
turned 
into 
a 
tough cell-like network by Jom o 
K enyata, now the Mau Mau lead­ 
er. It took him some three years 
to be ready to hit. He did. The 
killings started when responsible 
Kikuyu chief* refused to perm it 
their tribes to be sworn into the 
M au M au structure. 
At the height of the terror, the 
Mau Maus had 16,000 killers, a r­ 
sonists, knife artists and just plain 
troops in the forests. This was 
told to me by Michael Blundell, 
one of K enya's great leaders who 
fought the Mau Mau. 
There 
were 
three 
Mau 
Mau 
oaths. These have been described 
in fine fiction and news stories. 
But a special report to a British 
P arliam entary investigation com­ 
m ission has never m ade the press. 
It describes the oaths as a process 
which can only be talked of as 
brainw ashing — the typical Com­ 
m unist technique. 
“ A very clever m an, a m an 
knowing the psychology of his i»co- 
ple, their superstitions, their fear 
of w itchcraft, m ust have m ade the 
plan," the report said. 
“The killing oath was the an­ 
swer. It has been possible to trans­ 
form the hum an being into a new 
fram e of m ind unknown and never 
met by me (the reporting psychol­ 
ogist — VR) before. After having 
taken three or m ore oaths, the 
personality 
of 
the 
oathtaker 
changed. It is not insanity . . . 
but the person is not sane in the 
norm al sense of the word. . ." 
K enyatta was finally caught and 
tried. 
His 
lawyers 
included 
a 
prom inent pro-Soviet British bar­ 
rister. After the trial, a witness 
by the nam e of M acharia pulled 
a H arvey Matusow. Tile witness 
called him self a liar and said he 
had given false testim ony, It was 
this 
technique 
which 
Matusow 
used u» the states to cripple much 
of our governm ent’s drive against 
the 
A m erican Communist*. 
K enyatta is 60 years old now 
and 
exiled 
to a 
rocky 
isolated 
area. But there are m any here 
who believe the sam e forces are 
readying a new terro rist leader.
